1.—GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF CONCESSION, LOCALITY, AND ME- 
THOD OF WORKING.—The concession is situated in the south-west portion 
of French Guiana, between the Rivers Mana and Maroni, at a distance of about 
125 miles fromthe coast. The general outline of the country is undulating, with 
rugged and steep hills, intersected by numerous ravines and creeks, which occa- 
sionally open out into large swamps and flats. The whole surface of the land, 
both hill and valley, is clothed with dense tropical vegetation and timber, loco- 
motion being carried on by one or two Indian trails; in other cases the way 


has to be cut through the vegetation. The geological character of the country | 


is metamorphic ; Silurian rocks, abounding with trap and more recent eruptive 
formations. The gold-bearfng deposits at present known and worked are of 
very limited area, being confined to the deeper beds of the ravines and creeks, 
which in extent may be estimated at 1 per cent of the total area.

The following ls a list of the 
creeks on the Doty of the concessions I examined; very little is known of the 
other parts of the concession :—Litttle River and many tributaries ; Roche and 
tributaries Sable and other creeks; Pauline; Avarite; Antonio; Jacquette; 
Marengo; Eugene; Revenge (in this creek the lump of auriferous quartz was 
found some time ago; Pas-trop-tét and tributaries; Galliot; Jeannette and 
small creek; Apaulinaire; Moutieur; Marengo Clearing ; Pas-trop-tét Clearing, 
and several other creeks. The above creeks empty into the Oreek Roche, wit 
the exception of Little River, at present undetermined ; it is believed that Creek 
Roche is only a branch of the Little River. The Te poe of quarts fragments 
in the beds of the creeks is very small,and would not pay to collect for crushing. 
In estimating the gold in the placer, it must be remembered that nothing is 
known of other deposits at present than these limited creek beds, and the posi- 
tion of the gold reefs passing through the property, is unascertained by reason of 
the dense covering of vegetation and soil that render exploration difficult ; and 
even if the position of these reefs were discovered, the a! ce of skilled white 
labour and the present unsatisfactory means of communication with the placer 
would render it advisable to defer working them for some few years. I ob- 
tained decided traces of reefs at three points on the property near Oreeks Jean- 
nette, Moutieur, Pauline, and Avarite, which leave no doubt as to the close 
proximity of the reefs, and I am also led to believe that a low yield of gold in 
“ys pennies exists on the slopes-of the hills at certain localties. 

.—THE AVERAGE YIELD OF GOLD PER TON OF EARTH, AND THE 
ESTIMATED AMOUNT OF GOLD IN THE AREA EXAMINED.—Many of the 
creeks have given for a proportion of their length very rich results, also along a 
certain line of the beda rich zone of gold exists, and it has been the practice of 
the present owners only to work along these rich lines, disregarding the remain- 
ty width‘of the bed of the creek. any of the prospection assays have given 
5, 10, and 15 frs, to the pan of earth, equivalent to a yield of £20 per ton of soil, 
more or less. At the Creek Apaulinaire I obtained from one pan of earth 5°8 
grammes of gold, equal to 17% frs.; but a second pan, drawn at a distance of 
only 6 one are a value of but 4% gramme of gold, or 1% fr., andat a point some 
distance off the pan yielded only 0:1 gramme, or 3d, king the average of my 
examinations, I can safely estimate the yield per pan of earth at ¥% fr. over the 
whole area examined, and estimating 2 tons weight of earth to the cubic metre, 
a value is, therefore, obtained of £1 10s. per ton of dirt, or £1 per sqaure metre, 
the average depth of the auriferous deposit being taken at 13 inches. At the Pas- 
trop-tot Creek, where the work is only carried on along the centre of the creek 
by a cutting 23 ft. in width (the total width of the creek being about 100 ft.) the 
average has been 144 fr. the pan, and on one of the last days of November about 
£50 worth of gold was obtained from 24 square metres of soil, equal to £3 per ton 
of earth washed. Very similar results are obtained from other creeks, and I am 
thus enabled to arrive at an accurate average estimate of % fr. per pan over the 
whole grognd examined of 85 acres, or £1 10s. per ton of soil, and a; t! e 85 acres 
examined contain 226,666 tons of auriferous deposit, the minimum yield of gold 
is ascerts‘ned. 

5.—COST AND SUPPLY OF LABOUR.—Although the supply of suitable 
labour in the colony is limited, the simplicity of the process of creek washing is 
such that for the purposes of this placer the supply may be said to be moderate, 
and women may be employed with advantage. e wages of the negrois about, 
jad strong man, 4 fr, and his food, and per strong woman, 1% fr. and food. Coolie 
abour is quite unsuitable for gold work, and cannot form any element of calcula- 
tion. One very important element in the employment of labour is the supply of 
food and the expense of its transit from Cayenne, the concession being so far in 
the interior. Of the 70 men employed on the placer 38 are directly connected 
with washing. Theitems of expenses average per month for the last six months, 
20,000 frs., or equal to 300 frs. per hand, at 30 days to the month. Personal, 
6800 frs.; food, 5000 frs.; freightand transport, 700 trs.; agency, Mana, 6000 irs. ; 
sundries, 1500 frs.: total, 20,000frs. per month, These items of expense now 
swell up the grand total of the cost of labour, but with a better administration 
and an improved means of transport the amount per month may be very materiall 
reduced, employing the same number of hands, and a much larger amount of 
gold returned by working two sluices instead of one as at present. 

6.—SUPPLY OF WATER, AND THE AMOUNT OF POWER THAT COULD 
BE OBTAINED FROM IT FOR CRUSHING OR OTHER PURPOSES.—'The 
supply of stream water in the different creeks necessarily varies according to 
their size and depth of bed, but the natural facilities for creating artificial dams 
areso numerous that it may be said to be ample for all the purposes required, 
and available water-power exists for crushing purposes for at least 100 heads, or 
even more at any future time. 

7.—COMMUNICATION WITH CAYENNE, AND ALSO TRANSPORT AND 
CARRIAGE OF GOLD.—The communication with Cayenne at present is ex- 
tremely difficult, and a source of great expense in the transport of gold and 
stores. Small steamers regularly ply along the coast between Cayenne and the 
town of Mana, situated about five miles up the river, From Mana the journey 
is performed in canoes for about 35 miles, after which a series of falls and rapids 
commence, extendicg over 55 miles. The Mana is then left and Creek Arouani 
entered, and then commences a constant dragging, oe and hauling over 
falls, rapids, and prostrate trees for a further 19 miles. When the water car- 
riage ends the Placer is reached by an Indian trail in single file of 19 miles in 
length, over undulating ground, through dense jungle and forest, The present 
jonrney between Cayenne and the Placer occupies some15 days. lhave already 
stated that by better administration many of these difficulties may be lessencad 
and the time shortened. The gold is carried down the Mana in strong cases 
properly sealed, and each case is provided with a buoy and rope, so that should 
the canoe capsize in passing any falls or rapids it can be easily recovered. The 
cost of freight of gold from Mana to Cayenne is trifling. The gold never fails 
reach Cayenne, and robbery in transit is unknown. The weight of gold sent is 
advised by special letter. 

8.—PROTECTION OF THE OWNERS AGAINST THEFT OF THEIR PRO- 
DUCE.—The facilities which exist for stealing the gold may be classed as fol- 
lows :—By the dishonesty of the hands employed at the sluices, by the officer 
who conveys the gold from the sluices to the head depét, or by the manager 
before weighing, but in all these several cases, by strict regulations and the 
selection of managers of known integrity in the receipt of adequate salaries, the 
chances of theft may be reduced toa minimum. The native population appear 
to be honest and well conducted. 

9.—LENGTH OF TIME THAT THE GROUND EXAMINED MAY BE EX- 
PECTED TO LAST BY EMPLOYING FIFTY MEN ON THE PLACER.—My 
estimate with 50 men—that is, 34 hands employed at two sluices, 17 to each 
sluice, as follows :—Eight throwers-in men, four women attending to sluice, four 
men clearing, one overman, and 16 hands as supernumeraries, indispensable to 
the aequirements of the Placer, to extract the p mew from the portion examined 
the 85 acres auriferous ground would occupy 15 years, and the amount of ground 
worked out each year would be equivalent to 2% hectares, or about 5% acres ; 
and estimating the area of available auriferous deposit at present known on the 
pe concession at 170 acres, to clear out the gold with 50 men would occupy 
30 years. 

10.—YIELD AND COST PER MONTH OF WORKING THE PLACER BY 
50 MEN.—The yield of gold per month, with 50 men, may fairly be averaged at 
18 kilogrammes, which, at the net value of £125 per kilogramme, represents 
£1875 ; and I estimate the cost of working upon the present scale of expenses 
at 50 per cent. of that amount, inclusive of duties, and levies, therefore, as the 
result of the working of 50 men, after every expense has been deducted, a net 
profit of £938 per month. The profit on the year’s production wlth 50 men can, 
therefore, be easily calculated—£11,250. The absolute total yield of ingot gold 
from the 85 acres of auriferous deposit examined will, therefore, be 2720 kilo- 
grammes, equivalent to £340,000, and deducting expenses 50 per cent., a net 
profit remains of £170,000. As I have doubled this 85 acres, estimating at least 
170 acres of paying auriferous deposit upon the whole concession, the total 
minimum yield of ingot gold will be, with 50 men over 30 years, £680,000, which, 
after deducting expenses at 50 per cent., will leave a net profit of £340,000. 

11.—PKACTICABILITY OF INCREASING THE NUMBER OF EMPLOYEES 
TO ADVANTAGE.—It would certainly be advisable to increase the number of 
hands on the placer, which would not increase the expenses in any correspond- 
ing ratio, while the yield of the placer would be realised in a proportionably 
shorter time, a circumstance which, as regards repayment of capital and in- 
terest, is of the greatest importance. Thus over a period of 15 years the net 
profits per annum would be £22,500, and over a period of 10 years £34,000 per 
annum, 

12.—NUMBER OF MONTHS IN THE YEAR IN WHICH WORK CAN BE 
CARRIED ON ADVANTAGEOUSLY.—The climate is of such an equable nature 
that as far as working the placer regularly operations could be carried on con- 
tinously over the whole 12 months, and as the extent of the property is so great 
and the amount of work at the sluices so limited, sufficient water in certain of 
the larger creeks even in the dry season would always be found, anda very little

previous portion of this report it will be thoroughly understood that the property

THE IRON TRADE. 


Messrs. BOLLING and Lowe (London, May 31) write :—Our report 
of December, 1879, stated the revival of the iron trade was due to the demand 
from the United States, and that English works had thus become sufficiently 
well supplied with orders to keep them employed up to the spring of this year. 
| Facts have justified this view, but we regret to add that at this moment, when 
} summer has commenced, the orders from the United States have ceased, whilst 
| at the same time the ironworks in this country producing the raw material— 
| pig-iron—have laid themselves out for an increased make. The result is over- 

production, with the usual consequences—low range of prices, increase in stocks, 
| and buyers holding back in the hope of doing better. The following is a com- 
| parison of prices between February this year and the present :—Hematite pigs 
Glasgow warrants from 3/, 10s. to 2/. 68.; Middles- 
| borough warrants from 3l. 5s, to 1/.17s8.; steel rails from 97. 15s. to 7/.; iron rails 
| from 9/. to 61. These figures speak for themselves as to the state of trade, and 
| require nocomment. The much debated question now is—Will the United States 
| come again as buyers to an extent likely to improve the iron trade? Opinions 
| differ; but we venture to give the following facts :—From Jan. 1, 1870,to Jan. 1, 
| 1880, the United States increased their mileage of railway by nearly 40,000 miles, 
| and the population by about 15,000,000. This year 12,600 miles of new line are 
| projected, and the natural question arises—Have the United States the necessary 
| financial means without coming to Europe for aid? We believe they have, for 
| the reason that during the three financial years ending June, 1879, the trade 

balance in their favour represents a figure of not less than 134,900,000. sterling. 

During the period of high prices, 1870 to 1872, when 1,500,000 tons of rails were 

imported, the trade balance was against the United States to Ohe extent of 
| 61,000,000. Although few in number, the producing power of the iron and steel 
| works in the United States is very great, and is continually increasing. Through 
| the enormous monopoly in protective duties they enjoy, at the expense of the 

nation as a whole, they are enabled to sustain a most lavish expenditure. The 
| proposed reduction in duty was lately negatived by the Congress, and the tariff 
| remains the same—steel rails, 5/. 16s. 6d.; iron rails, 3/. 5s. per ton. Keen as 
our American cousins are reputed to be in their ordinary dealings they yet seem 
to bear these impositions with the utmost good grace for the benefit of the few 
favoured proprietors. If this weight on railway enterprise were lightened there 
is no doubt an increased trade in the export of iron and steel from this country 
would follow, but so long as the principal sufferers—the agricuitural producers 
lin the Western States of the Union—do not possess enough influence to remove 
| this incubus to their prosperity, it would be unreasonable to look for any mate- 
| rial improvement in our trade with the States. In proportion as Europe is 
| bettered by good harvests the outlook for the iron trade will iutprove. The Con- 








| tinent of Europe and the colonies show no appreciable disposition to increase 


demand, and we fear, therefore, that the condition of things is not likely soon 


| to mend, although, on the other hand, we do not anticipate a permanent return 
| to the low prices of the summer cf 1879.

REMARKS.—The course of business, and the various movements 
and changes which take place upon our markets, continue to be nar- 
rowly watched, not only by the regular operators and dealers but 
also by that part of the British public who throughout the last rise 
took a most animated part in effecting purchases. During the past 
week there has been little change to be recorded in the position of 
our markets, which have continued quiet, and without showing any material 
improvement in prices, former speculators appearing in no hurry to re-enter 
into fresh engagements, and cover the losses which have been incurred by the 
sharp and prolonged reaction. Oonsequently the trade is now in such a critical 
state that many of our manufacturers are said to be in as bad, if not a worse, 

ition than they were before the revival last autumn, especially those in the 
ron trade, and the pinch which makers have to endure is intensified by the 
fact of there having been during the time of the activity and enhanced rates 
fresh furnaces and mines set going, which could — return a profit on the con- 
dition of moderately high prices being realised, whereas prices are now com- 
paratively low. In the same manner as the inflation in the markets at the end 
of last and the beginning of this year was brought about by the wild and spe- 
culative state of the American markets, so the increased requirements in that 
country has been the means of stimulating producers here to augment their pro- 
duction, and a similar difficulty as has arisen out therein the shape of over- 
whelming stocks is now being experienced in the trade at home, the markets 
being for the most part considerably overburdened. 

Nevertheless it is satisfactory to find, on referring to the reports, that in com- 
paring the position of our trade with that of America our markets do not appear 
to have been so depressed as those on that continent, but at the same time have 
been greatly influenced by those in America, and the collapse in that country Is 
the chief cause of the prolonged depreciation here, and, therefore, the properity 
of our markets greatly depends upon a revival in the American demand, and 
since that market has of late been over supplied, it may, and probably will be, 
some little time before business is thoroughly re-established. But there should 
not be too much dilatoriness observed in effecting contracts, as, considering the 
greatly reduced rates, there is not much more room for any further fall, and 
as some of metals are said to be selling at prices under the cost of production, 
producers may shortly prefer to keep their works at a standstill rather than in- 
crease their losses. It is, however, not so much by producers that prices are 


| been received have been attended with very low limits. 
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kept down to such low figures, although they are in some instances rather to 
blame for over supplying the markets, yet the continued reduced rates is caused 
chiefly by holders, who becoming alarmed at the violent fluctuations which from 
time to time take place, constantly effect sales on the best possible terms, and 
thus increese the depression. But by these sales the produce changes hands 
from the outside speculator to the regular dealer, who in his turn “ bears” the 
markets, in the hope of being able to buy still larger quantities at present or 
further reduced prices. 

CoppER.—This market has remained steady throughout the whole 
week at about 55/. 10s. to 55/. 15s. for cash parcels of Chili bars, and 
sellers at the moment appear indisposed to submit to any further 
concessions, while the low prices seem to have encouraged some few 
buyers to effect purchases. Nevertheless there are still many persons 
who seem to expect that on account of the very heavy stock which 
still exists further reduced rates will have to be accepted before any sub- 
stantial reduction can be made in the figures, but whether this be so or not it is 
said that at ruling rates sales are effec at a positive loss; and, therefore, under 
the circumstances it is not improbable that the market may attract the attention 
of investors, who can hold out against the market fluctuations, caused chiefly by 
the realisations of feeble holders, and the want of the general demand. As long 
as producers continue to send forward supplies in undiminished quantities it 
can scarcely be expected that any particular relief can be given to. the market, 
and it is to be hoped that for their own interest, as wellas forthe present holders 
of stock, they will see the necessity. of limiting their output. The weak 
point of the market undoubtedly being its statistical position, — although the 
yap portion of thestock is in good hands, yet it is a question of policy whether 

tis better to wait for an increased demand, or to accept the present market 
value. The production hitherto has evidently been in excess of the consumption, 
but with an improvement in general trade there is no reason to doubt but what 
this metal would participate at the same time at the present rate of supplies ; it 
needs some permanent increase in the demand, or whenever a lull takes place 
the heavy stock must always exercise a depressing influence. The home trade 
has been very quiet, but for India a fair amount of business has been transacted : 
4 by 4 sheet copper has again been sold this week at 65/., and 4 by 4 yellow metal 
sheets nas been offered at 54d. to 554d., but the limits admits only of small 
orders being placed at these rates. At the public ticketing at Swansea last 
Tuesday 1497 tons of copper ores of an average produce of 9% per cent. were dis- 
posed of at an average of 11s. 114d. per unit, being 64d. under the price realised 
at the public sale last month, when the average produce was 13% per cent. 

Tron.—This market remains fairly steady, without any material 
change in the demand, which for manufactured continues somewhat 
limited for both consumption and shipment, but more inquiry has 
existed for pigs, and slightly better prices have at times been realised. 
It is satisfactory to find that according to the Board of Trade 
Returns, issued last Monday for the month of May, a much larger 
quantity of almost every description of iron was exported then than in the 
corresponding months of the two previous years, and this cannot be taken other- 
wise t as an indication that there has been a vast revival in trade; at the 
same time it must not be considered as an evidence of any increase in the present 
demand, the exports being for the most part merely in execution of old orders. 
The exports of bar iron last month were 23,054 tons, against 19,501 tons in the 
same month last year; hoops, 22,229 tons, against 17,836 tons; railway iron, 
60,802 tons, against 49,831 tons; pigs, 166,381 tons, against 147,805 tons; while 

j old material shows a much greatcr increase than any other kind, being 32,683 
| tons against 6260 tons. Wrought iron, however, shows a slight decrease, being 
| 24,631 tons, against 27,627 tons. The market is shaken more or less by the un- 
favourable reports which come to hand from America of the failures which are 
| there taking place from time to time; yet as soon as sufficient time has elapsed 
| for some of the recent shipments to that country to have been absorbed, en- 
} hanced rates will probably soon follow, and renewed shipments may possibly 
| have to be effected ; but as all reports show that abundant supplies have been of 
| late sent out there, and that the markets are overstocked, it may be some little 
| time before a restoration in the demand occurs. - 
| Recent advices from New York show that dulness has continued to charac 
| terise the trade of that country, and for some brands of Scotch pigs prices have 
| displayed a declining tendency; but, on the whole, the output has been very 
| fair. No.1 Gartsherrie is quoted at $20 50c., while hematite continues to be 
| nominally quoted at former rates. Some large contracts are said to have been 
| entered for scrap and rails, and sellers have remained tolerably firm in their 
quotations; nevertheless, the demand must be considered, on the whole, quiet, 
and prices sluggish. There has been a more healthy tone displayed on the Glas- 
| gow warrant market during the past week, which has terminated in leaving 
prices somewhat higher than they were at this time last week. On Monday the 
| market opened strong, and advanced from 45s. 3d., the closing quotation of last 
Friday, to 45s. 104d. cash, and further improving on Tuesday to 46s. 3d., whena 
| good business was transacted down to 46s. On Wednesday the tone was steady, 
| and transactions were reported from 45s. 9d. to 46s. 3d., while yesterday 
| numerous engagements were entered into at prices varying chiefly from 46s. 6d. 
| to 47s. 6d., and to-day the market has been steady, and closes at 45s. 9d. The 
shipments foreign and coastwise last week were 13,198 tons, against 8402 tons for 
the corresponding period of 1879, and the total from Christmas to date this year 
| is 339,073 tons, against 231,676 tons at the same time last year. The furnaces in 
blast remain at 116,and the stock in public stores has further increased to 
| 444,440 tons. The Middlesborough stock has also been increased by 2462 tons, 
bringing the total visible stock to 86,950 tons. Enquiries on this market have 
been more numerous for warrants, but the fact of stocks so vastly increasing 
shows that the demand is more speculative than legitimate. 

Makers appear inclined to press sales, but their prices ruled for the most part 
abvut ls. per ton above what secondhand parcels are offering at; however, mer- 
chants are asking 9d. per ton advance upon previous quotations, thereby bring- 
ing No. 3 and forge iron to about 36s. 6d.,and warrants for No. 3 to 38s. Large 
deliveries are reperted for last week to both Scotland and foreign ports, the total 
being 20,320 tons, of which Germany, the Baltic, and Belgian ports are noted 
for taking increased quantities, and the quantity shipped to Scotland was over 
6000 tons. Finished iron is also being shipped in fairly large quantities, and a 
Government order for rails is said to have just been exported to Afghanistan. 
With the exception of plates, the demand for manufactured remains dull, and 

| prices are easier, ship-plates being quoted at 6/. 7s. 6d. to 6/. 10s. prompt delivery ;

10s. cash, and to-day some animation has 
been displayed. This market is in such a thoroughly sound statis- 
tical position that many anticipate a continuance of the rally in 
prices; and as the stock is reduced, and deliveries continue to be fairly main- 
tained, these are thought to be features which must tend toward the further 
improvement in prices. The only fear is that owing to ths heavy quantities which 
have of late been shipped to America from the Straits as well as from the 
country, and that market having been said to be over-supplied, some re-ship- 

| ments might take place, which might soon again bring up the figures to their 

| former level, but it is hoped that there will shortly be a recovery fn the Ameri- 
can trade, and that that country will be enabled to absorb all the supplies which 
have been sent forward, and upon this hope buyers appear to be effecting pur- 
chases, fully believing that on account of the heavy fallin prices which has 
been made during the past few months a return to higher rates will shortly be 
effected.

THE EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY FOR INJURIES BILL. 


The Bill introduced by the Government for granting compensation 
to workmen for injuries received whilst following their employment 
has called forth the united opposition of mineowners, manufacturers, 
and employers of all kinds of skilled and other labour. This was 
only what might have been anticipated, seeing that the measure is 
entirely one-sided, and if passed must completely revolutionise the 
existing relations between masters and workmen, to the great disad- 
vantage of both. By the Bill employers are made liable for acci- 
dents of almost any natare that can possibly take place, whilst 
no compensation whatever is to be given to them for any loss they 
may sustain through the carelessness or negligence of their work- 
people. In the case of a mineowner in particular, he will have to be 
responsible for every petty official by whose act the slightest injury 
may have been inflicted on one of his workmen, but when the owner 
suffers a loss of thousands of pounds owing to the action of any ordi- 
nary person in his employ no provision is made for granting him any 
compensation whatever. Compensation it is evident, therefore, is 
placed upon the shoulders of the employer because he is suppoged to 
be in such a pecuniary position as to be able to pay, whilst those in 
hisemploy, not being so situated, are not called upon to make any 
reparation for injury they may cause him, no matter to what extent. 
There is nothing, in fact, in the shape of mutuality, which is gene- 
rally looked upon as an important essential in all contracts. The 
defects and marked unfairness of the measure as it stands were 
forcibly pointed out by several members of a most influential depu- 
tation of employers which waited upon the Prime Minister on the 
2nd inst. Mr. R. BAXTER, the well-known parliamentary solicitor, 
and an extensive colliery proprietor in South Yorkshire, said the 
mines of Great Britain employed 500,000 men, nearly one of five of 
whom met with accidents during the year, so that, in all probability, 
there would be nearly 100,000 lawsuits annually under the Bill in 
the mining industry alone, and in the case of an explosion, by which 
200 or 300 persons were killed, the amount of damage recoverable 
from the owners would be simply ruinous. Thecommon sense remedy

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Handsomely engraved, co-|rance amongst the men, in which he was authorised to say the 


masters would pay pound for pound with the men to the fund, and 
this would make the interests of the masters and the men identical. 
The proposal of Mr. BAXTER with respect to an assurance fund was 
supported by Mr. RoBINsON, who represented the National Federa- 
tion of Employers and the National Association of Factory Em- 
ployers, as well as by Mr. BLecKLEy on behalf of the iron manu- 
facturing trades of the kingdom. Sir E.W. WATKIN, representing the 
railway interest, considered that insurance on some such principle at 
prevailed in Germany was worthy of consideration. The views 
enunciated by the gentlemen named with respect to assurance cer-

tainly appear to be the fairest way of meeting the demands of the 
workmen, seeing that employers are willing to subscribe as much as 
the men. Noticing that allusion was made to Germany, where a 
system of insurance has been in force for the last nine years, we may 
here more particularly allude to it, seeing that attention is likely to 
be drawn to it in the discussions that will take place on the Bill in 
Parliament. 

By the law of the German Empire of June 7, 1871, with respect 
to liability for compensation for loss sustained by death or bodily 
injuries, the second section provides that—* Anyone working a mine, 
quarry, pit, or factory is liable for the damage caused by the death 
or bodily injury of a person, if such accident originated in the fault 
of an authorised agent, a representative, or a person acting as ma- 
nager or surveyor of the works or workmen.” Here the liability only 
rests upon the owner for any act of his officials of the highest grade, 
and not from a person who is only a shade higher than an ordinary 
workman, as would be the case were the present Bill before the 
House of Commons to become Jaw. But according to the Prussian 
Mining Law of 1865 the mine proprietors are bound to pay to the 
Miners’ Funds at least half of thejcontributions of the workmen em- 
ployed by them, and should one of the workmen be injured, and the 
owner in consequence of section 2 of the Imperial Law be declared 
liable to pay an annuity to the injured, which, without considering 
the Miners’ Fund, would (say) be 600 marks, from that sum would 
have to be deducted the annual payment which the injured person 
was entitled to from the Miners’ Fund, so that the mine proprietor 
| in reality would only have to pay an annuity of 300 marks. The 
| purpose of this law, we are told by Dr. BRAssERT, the Inspector of 
| Mines, is a benevolent one, so as to favour the formation of miners’ 
| supporting funds, and for encouraging employers to contribute to 

them. In nearly all our own mining districts, especially in the North 
|of England and Yorkshire, there are relief funds, to which the mine- 
owners contribute most liberally, so that there is all the required ma- 
chinery should Government make payment to such funds compul- 
| sory, as suggested by Mr. BAXTER and others. In the West Riding 
| there is what is termed the Miners’ Permanent Relief Fund, to which 
| Karl FitZwiLLiaAM and other colliery proprietors have given con- 
| siderable sums, whilst the working miners were only asked to contri- 
| bute 3d. per week. For that payment they are entitled to a weekly 
| allowance in case of injury, whilst on the death of a member his 
| widow receives an immediate sum of 5/., with 65s. per week after- 
| wards; each child also receiving 2s. per week up to the age of 13. 
| In other districts also provision is made for persons killed or injured 
| by accidents. At the Staveley Works, of which Mr. C. MARKHAM is 
| the managing director, a Sick and Accident Fund was established in 





- | 1867, to which the company has subscribed 7500/., whilst up to the 


| present time upwards of 65,000/. have been dispensed in relief, and 
| sums awarded varying from 5/. to 1007. The company, along with 
| the other mineowners in the same district, have liberally contributed 
|to the maintenance of the Chesterfield Hospital, where persons se- 
|riously injured in the mines are sent direct, and where they have the 
best of surgical and other treatment. Should the Billof the Govern- 
|ment pass the fund which has done so much good, as well as the 
| valuable surgical aid, would all be done away with, for it is not 
likely the company would contribute to any fund or subscribe to the 
| hospital, which would be rendered incapable of receiving those per- 
sons as patients who were injured by accidents in mines. 

This point has been strongly urged by Mr. J. Srores SMrirn, the 
managing director of the Sheepbridge Coal and Iron Company, who 
employ upwards of 2000 hands. In a petition forwarded by him for 
presentation to the House of Commons in opposition to the Bill he 
states that by an Accident Fund and an Hospital second to none in 
the kingdom for efficiency, founded by his company and neighbour- 
ing colliery owners and others, and maintained by them and their 
workpeople, sufferers from accidents are supported without legal ex- 
pense of any kind, but the effect of the passing of the Bill would be 
to do away with complete graduated supervision, to encourage care- 
lessness on the part of workpeople, to at once abolish the Accident 
Fund, to close the Hospital and all kindred institutions, to substitute 
instead continual vexatious litigation, and put upon mineowners and 
others unknown and unlimited liabilities, seriously damaging their 
property, already suffering severely from the long continued adverse 
state of trade. That such would be the result of the passing of the 
measure will be admitted on all hands by those connected with our 
| mines and manufactories in particular, and trifles, considered as such 
at present, would be magnified into matters of a serious nature. As 
an instance, we may say that miners do not go on the funds for slight 
accidents, for the men who pay into them would not tolerate their 
doing so, but it would be very different where the employer had to 
|pay, for trapped fingers, slight bruises, or anything that micro- 
scopically could be construed into injury would be followed by ai 
| immediate demand for compensation, resulting in a sort of organise: 
|idleness, maintained at the expense of employers. To mineowners 
| in particular the Bill would be a serious matter, for by it they woul: 
| be required to do what is simply impossible. They would have to 
guarantee the safety of every working place, as well as that the ma- 
terial used should have no spparent or even latent defect, such as 
could not be discovered by the most experienced and practical men 
In the case of a sudden outburst of gas in a mine, which it is impos- 
sible to anticipate, as not the slightest premonitory warning is given 
before a large area may be enveloped in a highly explosive mixture, 
the owner would be responsible for any injury that might occur to 
the workpeople, although he had caused every known precaution to 
be taken to prevent a dangerous accumulation of gas. 

Railway companies are treated by no means lightly as regards 
their employees, for in some instances the latter when injured will 
be better off than the passengers who may also be sufferers. In case 
of an accident on a railway, owing to a latent defect in a wheel o1 
axle, or any part of an engine or train, whereby some servants and 
passengers were killed or injured, the representatives of the servants 
would be able to demand compensation, whilst those of the passen- 
gers would not. ‘This in itself looks most unfair and anomalous, yet 
it is not less true were the Bill to become law. Builders and manu- 
facturers also fare but badly as regards the persons whom they may 
place in what is termed “ authority,” and this was shown by the de- 
putation representing the working men that waited upon the Prime 
Minister and the Home Secretary on the 3rd inst. It was pointed 
out that if a master—a builder for instance—sent three or four men 
out to work, and gave orders to one of them what was to be done 
that individual would be in ‘‘ authority,” and the employer would be 
liable for the results of his acts. Such a doctrine appears monstrous, 
and we can scarcely think it will be adopted by a majority of the 
' House of Commons, however desirous they may be to do all they 
can in favour of the ‘‘ latest pet,” the working man, who, after the 

promises made to him, seems to think that whatever he asks will be 
' granted. 

The existing law leaves little to be desired so far as the workman 
is concerned, for by it his employer or his representative are re- 
sponsible for any culpable act done by them which may result in in- 
jury; but to say that cnlpabiiity shall fall upon those who have taken 
no part in any culpable act by which injury has beon sustained docs 
not appear to be consistent with ordinary English notions of justice. 
Still, one-sided as the Bill is, it does not go far enough for Mr. MAc- 
DONALD, who wishes to have the words “common employment ” 
altogether eliminated from it, so that masters should be resporsible 
for the negligence of workmen towards éach other. This appears to 
have been contrary to the views of Mr. GLADSTONE, who asked Mr. 
MACDONALD if, in case a ladder was set against a wall for the pur- 
pose of lighting a lamp at a railway-station by a foreman, and the 
man who went up the ladder at the request of the station-master, 
and then fell, owing to the ladder not having been properly set, 
would he hold the company responsible for the injury? To this Mr. 
MACDONALD replied that he would. So we see to what extrem 
lengths some of the representatives of the working men would g« 
on the subject of liability for compensation. Railway companies 
would, therefore, be considered liable for the acts of some of their 
porters, mineowners of every petty official, such as lamp-keepers, 
engine-tenters, fire-triers, and banksmen, whilst dockowners and con- 
tractors would be held responsible for gangérs, and builders forsome 
of their ordinary workmen, as wéll as labourers sent out on even 
small jobs. Such would be the inevitable consequence if the Bill 
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pass brought forward by the Government, but which is to be referred 
to a Select Committee, from which it is to be hoped it will emerge 
in a very different state, so far as the recommendations of the mem- 
bers of it go, from what it is at the present time. Should it, how- 
ever pass without considerable alteration it cannot fail to expose 
employers to constant litigation, and as regards mines, sériously in- 
terfere with their working and production. It will also do away 
with the kindly feeling which should exist between employers and 
employees, terminate various privileges at present granted to work- 
men, lead to a stoppage of many sick and benefit funds, as well as 
subscriptions to hospitals, chapels, schools, reading-rooms, libraries, 
and other institutions that employers and capitalists have established 
and supported for the benefit of their workpeople and their families. 
Much better would it be were the Government to adopt the suggestion 
of Mr. BAXTER and the other employers by aiding in every way the 
establishment-.on a sound basis of permanent provident or insurance 
societies, for the support of persons injured or killed by accidents 
whilst following their ordinary employment, and to which both 
masters and workmen should subscribe. By so doing workmen would 
be more careful than they would otherwise be, but so long as the 
State makes it imperative on employers to support those who may be 
slightly injured less caution may be expected, for men will be only 
too glad to have as frequently as possible a holiday at the expense of 
their employers. The Bill as it stands has, indeed, only one side, 
being drawn up entirely in the interest of workmen, and in opposi- 
tion to the spirit of English legislation, which is not usually of so 
decidedly a class character. 








GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES. 


Germany is about to borrow a wrinkle or two from the United 
States, having dispatched Baron Von WEBER across the Atlantic to 
report officially upon the canal and light railroad system of the Great 
Republic. There is no doubt that the cheap and easy conveyance of 
persons and commodities is an increasingly important matter in con- 
nection with modern industry, and that the nation which devotes the 
most successful attention to such questions will come in foremost in 
the industrial race. The United States are profiting very materially 
from the vast influx of German immigrants which is continually 
taking place into their territories, and it appears only poetical justice 
that Prince BisMARCK should suck Jonathan’s brains a little in re- 
turn. In April alone no fewer than 13,116 German immigrants landed 
at New York, and this vast movement of German life across the 
Atlantic is well calculated to inspire an uneasy feeling in the breasts 
of patriotic German statesmen. Dear as the Fatherland undoubtedly 
is to the average German he is still at the same time abandoning it be- 
cause he can scarcely live init. What with dull business times, heavy 
taxation, and despotic political institutions, to say nothing of oppres- 
sive military service, the Fatherland does not render the existence of 
the German very comfortable ; hence the Germans are emigrating in 
shoals to the United States. Prince BISMARCK may be the greatest 
despot in Europe, but in the end despotism does not pay. Despotism 
may enrich the brilliant few, but it impoverishes the humble many, 
while with all their faults and shortcomings the United States hold 
out a prospect of a comfortable livelihood to all who become American 
citizens, provided they are but honest, frugal, and industrious. 

Will light railways and improved canals make Germany prosper- 
ous, and arrest the flow of German life from the Fatherland? This 
is a question which time alone can answer, but we fancy that more 
liberal measures must be conceded. This is, however, not a political 
question, and we will accordingly not pursue that aspect of it. But 


we may be permitted to observe that the mission of Baron VON | 


WEBER shows that light railways are attracting more and more 
attention in all civilised countries. In France the Government has 
encouraged them for several years past In the United States the 
Government has not found it necessary to intervene so actively, as 
the effervescing enterprise of the Americans is quite sufficient to 
secure activity in the work of light railroad construction. The ex- 
ample of Germany in taking the question up ought not to be lost 
upon Great Britain. We are afraid that the modern Englishman is 
rather prone to ignore thrift and to despise economy. Yet true 
economy is the basis and mainstay of national wealth, as well as of 
individual prosperity. True economy is the effective utilisation of 
natural resources, and the railway system has now reached a deve- 
lopment in this country which seems to point to the desirability of 
establishing light lines as feeders to the great trunk systems, and 
not proceeding further with the construction of costly heavy exten- 
sions. All the important towns of this country are now linked toge- 
ther by railway. We have now arrived at the period when the large 
villages of the country alone require an improved system of commu- 
nication. That improved system of communication will be best se- 
cured by the establishment of light railways.

In addition to the coal raised a large quantity of 
oil shales mixed with cannel is also obtained, the last yearly return 
giving the quantity at 87,000 tons, There is plenty of fire-clay, but 
only a few thousand tons are annually brought to bank. Cheshire 
stands pre-eminent as regards its salt mines, which are the principal 
if not the only ones in England. 

There are brine springs in Worcestershire as well as Cheshire where 
the white salt is produced, but actual mining appears to be confined 
to the last-named county. Salt has been produced from brine for 
more than 1000 years in England, but the earliest recorded sinking 
took place in 1533. In Marston there are four pits, two or three in 
Wincham, and one at Witton-cum-Tewanbrook. There are others at 
Winsford, Middlewich, Wheelock, &c., whilst many of the old pits 
are altogether closed, and there are great landslips where the plant 
at one time was placed; indeed, landslips began as soon almost as 
sinking commenced, for the first recorded took place about the year 
1533. But the subsidence of the land continues, and the surface 
level being at a considerably less elevation above the sea level than 
the thickness of rock-salt underneath the subsidence so actively going 
on for some time at Winsford and Northwich may end in the whole 
of that portion of the county of Cheshire being entirely submerged. 
Be that as it may the production of rock-salt and that from the brine 
goes on, whilst the ground gives way. It may be said that on an ave- 
rage fully ten times as much salt is made from brine as is brought 
out in the shape of rock-salt. In 1870 there was sent down the River 
Weaver from Cheshire 968,568 tons of salt, of which 901,158 was white. 
In 1874 the quantity was 1,013,316 tons; in 1876 it was 1,118,991 
tons; in 1878 it was 1,013,220 tons; and in 1879 it was 1,045,897 tons. 
It will be seen that the production has in no way declined, nor will 
it do so as long as the brine springs and the mines be safely worked. 
But there is every evidence that many of them will not hold out very 
long, for the damage goes on, and the surface is being lowered below 
the sea level, and nothing we are told but actual filling up will pre- 
vent large areas of the salt districts from becoming submerged. This 
would be a material loss in more ways than one, and it is considered 
by landowners and others in the affected districts that the matter 
will before long call for legislative interference. The present an- 
nual production of salt is about 1,750,000 tons, the estimated value 
being 10s. per ton. Nearly one-fourth of all that is produced in the 
kingdom is exported, the largest quantity being sent to British India 
and the United States; a good deal isalso sent to Russia and British 
North America. 








THE FRENCH TARIFF, AND THE IRON TRADE. 


On Wednesday representatives of the British iron trade waited 
upon Earl Granville at the Foreign Office to urge upon him the de- 
sirability of securing for the British iron trade in negociating the 
treaty with France the most favourable terms. Earl Granville was 
accompanied by Sir Charles Dilke and Mr. Kennedy. The deputa- 
tion consisted of Mr. B. Samuelson, M.P. (the President of the British 
Iron Trade Association), Mr. I. Lowthian Bell, M.P., Mr. I. Wilson, 
M.P., Mr. J. W. Pease, M.P., Mr. H. Robertson, M.P., Mr. E. F. Smith 
(for Lord Dudley), Mr. E. Williams (President of the Iron and Steel 
Institute), Mr. E. Coward (Ebbw Vale), Mr. F. Rummens, Mr. J. 
Lancaster, Mr. W. Evans, Mr. D. Adamson, Mr. T. Walmesley, Mr. 
J. 8. Smith, Mr. Bolckow, and Mr. D. Dale. 

Mr. SAMUELSON introduced the deputation, and said it represented 
every important district, if not all the most important ironworks, in 
the kingdom.

INSTITUTE OF MINING ENGINEERS. 

The monthly meeting of mining engineers was held on Monday at 
the Mining Museum, Dudley,— Mr. W. F. Haywarp, President, in 
the chair. There was also a large attendance of members. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen were unanimously elected members: Mr. Arthur 
Sopwith, Cannock Chase Colliery, Mr. 8.

Mr. J. R. CoOKsEY reported that he had tried Hanson’s patent 
clip on the endless wire rope, and found it to answer admirably. 

The SEcRETARY (Mr. Alexander Smith, M.I.C.E.) reported that the 
excursion to Walsall Wood and neighbourhood would take place at 
the end of July or beginning of August, andthat he was also making 
arrangements for a two days’ excursion to Derbyshire and South 
Yorkshire. 

EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY BILL.—The PRESIDENT said that since 
the last meeting their attention had been called to the above Bill, 
which affected every one in the country. It was impossible to over 
estimate its importance, and he thought the Institute would be glad 
to know that the Council had not lost sight of their interests, and the 
Secretary had attended a meeting of the employers of labour and 
members of Parliament on the question. The Secretary would report 
what had been done. 

The SECRETARY said that as a member of the Executive Council 
of the Mining Assooiation of Great Britain he was invited to attend 
a meeting at the Westminster Palace Hotel on the subject. The 
Bill had come on the people of this country as a surprise. The late 
Government referred it to a Select Committee at the request of the 
Mining Association of Great Britain, and they brought to bear much 
influence in a deputation to Lord Beaconsfield. Parliament was dis- 
solved, and now a Bill bearing the names of Mr. Dodson, Mr. 
Chamberlain, Mr. Brassey, and the Attorney-General, had been 
brought in. Some persons might think it hardly their province to 
go into the matter, rather leaving it to the trading community, but 
the mining engineers wanted to keep up the good feeling between 
masters and men, and to prevent accidents. The Bill was one which 
would induce carelessness and breed ill feeling. The Bill gave ground 
of action in cases of accidents arising from defective mechinery, 
plant, &c., and every claim under 200/. could be tried by a County 
Court judge, and this judge had power to havean assessor. It might 
be that the assessor would call a furnace for ventilation defective 
machinery because he preferred fans, or he might object to the t 
of safety lamps used or any other appliance, and assert that if those 
things he approved of had been used no accident would have oc 
curred, and the employers would consequently be made fiable. 
Again, the Bill said that the employer should be liable if an acci- 
dent arose from carrying out any rules in force at a mine, and as the 
only rules they had were the Mines Regulation Act rules and those 
sanctioned by the Mines Inspector for the Government, it was really 
like setting one enactment against another. With 100,000 accidents 
per year among colliers there would be many lawsuits. The meet-

INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY IN MINES.—Mr. W.J. Davies read 
the following supplementary paper :—I have consented, at the re- 
quest of your President, to bring a few facts before you in order to 
promote and facilitate a discussion on the paper which I had the 
pleasure of reading before you on April 5 last, entitled, “ Individual 
Responsibility in Mines.” I beg to call to your mind what it is that 
Icontend for in my paper. I contend that the responsibility of a 
manager of mines under the present Act is not of that illimitable 
character which it has assumed to many of my hearers and the public 
generally. I contend that it is defined and limited by the Act itself. 
I say that it is of two kinds—prima facie and defacto. That the 
| defacto responsibility o¢curs when it is shown that he has infringed 

the Act. That prima facie responsibility occurs when “any person 
whomsoever” infringes the Act. I showed in my paper that when 
|the manager became primarily responsible the Act provided a 
| limitation clause, so that he should not be punished for an offence 
| cotimitted by another person. This clause, by limiting the responsi- 
the effect, consequently, of “xing it upon 
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the persén by whose act and deed the Act might be infringed, and 
removing the responsibility of the manager. This important clause 
is a part or the first general rule, and qualifies the whole of the 
general rules, and is worded asfollows:— . . . “Unless he (the 
manager) proves that he had taken all reasonable means by publish- 
ing, and to the best of his power enforcing, the said (general) rules as 
regulations for the working of the mine to prevent such contraven- 
tion or non-compliance.” In order to understand fully the important 
qualification of the enactment which this clause was intended to 
effect when the present Mines Regulation Act was constructed and 

the Houses of Parliament, it will be well to consider what it 
was that gave rise to the insertion ofit. It will be remembered that 
in the old Act the words“ under ordinary circumstances” were the 
qualifying phrase. These words were withdrawn from the present 
enactment, and I am prepared to admit with every good reason. 
Now, in the construction of the present Act, and in its course 
through the House of Commons, at least half-a-dozen variously worded 
clauses were proposed, discussed, and refused, all intended to pro- 
perly regulate and define the exact responsibility of managers. | 
At last the present clause was approved, and passed both Houses, and | 
became law. This clause engaged more attention than any other 
part of the Act, and was evidently the subject of the most careful 
consideration which the combined wisdom of our two legislative as- 
semblies could give to it. This was because it was then recognised 
that by means of this clause only being properly constructed could | 
justice be secured to all classes of the mining community. And more 
especially it was apparent that this clause was necessary to relieve 
owners, agents, and managers who were now for the first time to be 
made liable, in the words of the Act, “in the event of any contta- 
vention of the Act by any person whomsoever.” I have now shown 
why this clause was inserted in the Act. In order to prove that it 
was intended to limit and individualise the responsibility I propose 
to read some extracts from the speech of the Right Hon. Robert 
Bruce, the then Home Secretary, when he brought forward the Bill 
for the present Act, on Feb. 12, 1872, in the House of Commons. 
He quotes an instance exemplifying the working of the Act in respect 
to furnaces and ventilation. I invite you to notice the precision with 
which the hon. gentleman sets forth the spirit and intent of the Act, 
and how strongly it supports my contention as to the limitation and 
individualisation of responsibility in cases of contravention or non- 
compliance with the Act.

INDUSTRIAL AND ART EXHIBITION AT DUSSELDORF.—The large 
and interesting exhibition which was opened here without much | 
ceremony on May 9 consists of two great sections, the one represent- 
ing the industry of the provinces of Rhineland and Westphalia, the 
other being a gallery of 1200 pictures and other works of art from 
all parts of Germany. The Exhibition building is a large and hand- 
some erection in wood and glass, decorated with tasteful simplicity, 
consisting of three long aisles and three transepts for the works of 
industry, and of a handsome, well-lighted, lofty, and airy series of 
galleries for the works of art. Among the former objects the display 
made by the great coal and iron industries of western Germany is 
exceedingly interesting. Technical men are surprised and delighted 
with the progress here shown by the now colossal iron industry of 
Westphalia and Rhineland. Names of such world-wide reputation 
as F. Krupp, the Phoenix Works at Ruhrort, the Dortmund Union 
Works, the Hoerde Ironworks, the Rhenish Steelworks at Ruhrort, 
the Gutehoffnungshutte at Oberhausen, Hamel and Sueg of Dussel- 
dorf, and the Witten Small Arms Works, vouch for the completeness 
and excellence of the show as far as the great masters are concerned. 
Machinery and cutlery of all descriptions are shown in great pro- 
fusion, and the display of ironmongery and cooking utensils is also a 
very good one. The coal basin of Westphalia and the Royal Mines 
of Saarbriicken put forward a colliery exhibition which is complete 
in itself, and of the highest interest—the iron, lead, and copper ores 
of Nassau, Siegen, and Westphalia are also admirably represented. 
The members of the Iron and Steel Institute of Great Britain, who 
have accepted the invitation of their Westphalian co-workers to hold 
their annual meeting at Diisseldorf in the last week in August next, 
will find a coniplete andcompact display, which will bear the keenest 
examination by critical competitors. In other respects the Exhibi- 
tion offers much that is very exceilent of its class. The chemical in- 
dustry of the Rhine provinces, and the furniture manufactures, also 
the church fittings, may be favourably mentioned. Cement, con- 
crete, and ornamental tiles in all shapes have been brought to great 
perfection, and are shown in profasion.

SENSITIVENESS AND ISOCHRONISM IN GOVERNORS.—A paper on | 
this subject was read at the Society of Engineers, on Monday, by | 
Mr. Arthur Rigg, engineer, of Fenchurch-street. As the attainment 
of a regular rate of speed is the only object of a governor, it is an 
interesting enquiry how far this result is achieved by the sensitive 
and isochronous governors, now frequently applied to steam-engines. 
The irregular manner in which power is communicated from a piston 
to a crank causes periodical variations in speed, which vary greatly 
in their degree between such classes of steam-engine as the common 
agricultural type and the high class millengine. Whenever there is 
great sensitiveness in a governor it is often found that inherent irre- 
gularities in speed tell to such an extent that the governor becomes 
uncertain, runs from one extreme of its range to another, and pro- 
duces hopeless confusion in the speed of the engine it was intended 
to regulate—giving, in fact, a worse result than would be produced 
by a governor of the common type. This evil has been remedied by 
retarding the movementof sensitive governors, causing theirmovement 
to force fluids through small orifices, an unreliable method now super- 
seded bya method invented by the author, whereby the balls overcome 
the inertia of a mass of metal as they move in or out, a plan applic- 
able to the usual type of governors, and also to those which are direct 
acting, fixed upon an engine-shaft and aitering the stroke of an ex- 
pansion eccentric. Thus, such governors may be made to effect a | 
more uniform regulation than has hitherto been attainable, and their 
extreme simplicity remains without attendant disadvantages. An 
illustration of the Relay system was given, where the governor moves 
a valve admitting hydraulic pressure under a plunger to raise or lower | 
the sluice of a turbine, and so regulate its rate of motion. It was |
